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The past year with all its horrible recollections, 
closes with a brighter outlook for the future. Many 
“of our young men have been called to the defence of 
‘our country and it is with sorrow we report, some will 
“never return. A temporary Roll of Honor has been 
_-erected on the town house and it would seem that some 
“action should be taken to make it permanent. 
~~ Assistance by war gardens and other ways have been - 
_ rendered the home workers. 
, The resignation of Road Agent Tuttle was accepted 
_ with regret by your Board. Lack of laborers, high cost 
_ of material and teams‘ was a great drawback in caring 
for our highways the past year. Practically every 
~ wooden bridge in town required repairs. The twin 
bridge adjacent to Clement’s mill on the Temple road 
‘we found in an unsafe condition for travel. After a 
thorough investigation, your Board decided to do away 
with one bridge, by filling in. 
The Dale bridge has new stringers and planks, | but 
“owing to the heavy trucking, it should receive your 


a attention. 


The Hickey bridge must be rebuilt. Several pieces 
of practically permanent road have been built.. 

_. Trouble in finding a patrolman in the spring for care ° 
of State Aid road and the resignation of Mr. Frye in 
the early fall, finds the Trunk line in a very bad con- 
dition. The estimates furnished by the State Highway 
department for the resurfacing of Main street was in- 
adequate for the purpose and we were obliged to use a 
part of the money for new construction to build what 
we did. Your Board decided it unwise to build any 
new State Aid roads this year on account of scarcity of 
labor and high cost of materials. Early in the spring, 
a small road machine was purchased which has worked 
well. Owing to the scarcity of gravel and the long 
hauls now obliged to be made, your consideration of the 
purchase of a stone crusher is well worth considering. 
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Mr. George S. Proctor petitioned your Board for a 
Motion Picture license for every night in the week, 
which was refused. Mr. Proctor brought suit against 
the town to compell the selectmen to grant the license 
and at the trial a decision in favor of the town was 
_ given. It would seem fitting that the question of grant- 
ing such licenses should receive some definite action by 
the voters. | 

It is gratifying to report the town debt shows a 
material reduction.

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Report of Water Commissioners 


The abnormal high cost of labor. and material, is 
responsible for the increased expense of care and main- 
tenance and construction work of the water system. The 
past year we have installed six new services, and have 
repaired three leaks in the mains, one of them being 
under water where the pipe crosses Whiting’s pond, 
requiring considerable time and expense to locate and 
repair. All the hydrants have been opened and flushed 
out, also the blow-offs in main pipes opened, allowing 
any collection. of rusts or sediment to be expelled. The 
screens at reservoir have been taken out and thoroughly 
cleaned. We had the water analyzed in November, and 
the state chemist pronounced it normal and free from 
contamination. 

The whole system is in good condition and is re- 
turning substantial revenue to the town. The income 
the past year has been sufficient to take care of the 
$3,000.00 paid on water debt, the $1,100.00 interest, and 
operating expense of $719.53 and leaves a balance of 
eo aa 

In other words the present income would pay a 
rate of about 8 percent on the total cost of construction 
of the Water Works system.

During the months of February and March the Libra- 
ry was open two days a week instead of three, owing to 
the fuel shortage and was closed three weeks in the fall 
on account of the influenza epidemic. 

One hundred and forty-one books were sent, through 
the Library, to Camp Libraries. 

The experiment is being tried of opening the reading 
rooms to the public on Sunday afternoons from two, to 

five.
